EFFECTS OF THE STANDARD OF VALUER. — 

There are certain other corollaries 
following fram the adoption of this 
standard of ‘ market value,” which aro 
important, and for which special provi- 
eion is made in the report. On the vexed 
question of what is known as “ special 
adaptability,”’ the Committee récommend 
that an owner should not be entitled to 
any increased value for his land which 
ariges solely from the adaptability of the | 
jand in question for a purpose to which 
it could be applied only under statutory | 
powers.

thing of the kind. I: may, of course, bo 
said that thig is merely national conceit, 
but conceit hardly seems io be the propur 
word to uso in this connection, It ia 
vather a failure to realise the ideas of 
othere ~a lack of that wider consciqusnesy 
which enables & correct mental perspec: 
tive to be obtained. A nation cannot be 
isolated for n long namber of years with 
out suffering {rom its offects. Since the 
war came to a conclusion, however, there 
haa been something of an awakening in 
Japan. The war bog made a yet dgeper | 
division between the rich and the poor, | 
owing to the large sums of money whith | 
havo poured into the country having) 
} passed mainly into the hands of a few." 
| It is no longer a virtuo to be poor, and) 
the penalties of being poor have inerens-; 
ed. Hence the recent rice riots, which 
were, to a great extent, a protest against, 
the mode of life and methods of the rich. 
This, a any rate, ig how the rich viewed 
the situation, for, immedintely following 
the riots, there came large donations to 
charitable objects and other such "pro- 
pitiatory offerings at the fect of Demo. 
cracy, which offerings were by no means 
in cyidence before the émeute. Thera 
resulted, also, from the rice riota a 
general levelling-up of wages, which 
before had remained at pre-war stand. 
ards, the Government itself taking stepnr 
increage official It was 
probably this increase of wages which hag 
prevented any repetition of thy ricg riots, 
for rice hag since risen to a higher figure 
than then prevailed, although it now 
shows @ tendency to drop. But the idea 
that the people have some political 
rights, beyond the privilego of serving 
in the Army, hag not been allowed to 
lapse. The claims of Labour to protect 
iteelf are persistently heard, and have 
evoked official’ announcements showing 
even an official change of heart, Hitherto 
there have been no labour unions in 
Japan simply because the law forbids the 
use of strike, or such methods by which 
Labour in the West protecta itself. In 
Japan, workmen inciting to a strike 
render themselves liable to fall into the 
hands of the police, and, while strikes are 
employed and aro very often successful, 
the leaders have to sacrifice themselves 
for the good of their comrades, since they 
are regarded ag criminals, endure terms 
of imprisonment, and.are entered in that 
| Black Book which meang that they are 
objects of suspicion to the Police wherever 
they go in the country.
